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Two in hospital 

after flats blaze 


TWO people suffered 
smoke inhalation and 
were rushed to hospital 
after a blaze broke out in 
their home. 

The inferno started in a 
bedroom in a maisonette in 
Valley Way, Newmarket, but 
soon tore through the 
property and spread to 
adjoining flats. 

A man and a woman who were 
inside the flat where the fire started 
managed to free themselves from 
the property before firefighters 
arrived. 

However, crews had to evacuate 
residents from all the other flats in 
the block of six. 

Nobody was injured in the fire, 
although the man and woman were 
suffering with smoke inhalation 
and were taken to hospital by land 
ambulance. 

The blaze broke out at 3.37am 
yesterday. More than 40 firefighters 
from Suffolk and Cambridgeshire 
were sent to tackle the flames. 

Crews arrived to find the fire was 
“fully developed” and a turntable 
ladder was used to prevent the 
blaze, which had already spread to 
neighbouring flats, from advancing 
further. 

Shops beneath the maisonettes, 
including Scissor Hands hair¬ 
dressing salon, Indian restaurant 
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Lime and a betting shop also 
suffered water damage as a result of 
the turntable ladder being used. 

John Illingworth, fire inves¬ 
tigation officer, said: “The fire was 
fully developed when we arrived, 
which was only nine minutes after 
we received the call. 

“It had started in a bedroom of 
one of the maisonettes and had 
spread quickly. 

“The properties are all double 
glazed and well insulated so it was 
difficult for the smoke to escape. 

“A man and a woman who were 
inside the property at the time had 
managed to escape and were taken 
to hospital suffering from smoke 
inhalation. 

“We had to evacuate people from 
all the other flats although nobody 
was injured or hurt. 

“A full fire investigation has now 
been launched.” 

The properties affected are 
owned by Forest Heath District 
Council and are run by Flagship 
Housing. 

The fire was eventually exting¬ 
uished at around 6.40am and the 
road was closed throughout the 
morning. The investigation was 
expected to continue throughout 
yesterday.

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GPs praised for 
hearing loss care 


THE b oss of a 
Newmarket care 
centre has praised 
family doctors for 
their help in the first 
stage in treating 
people with hearing 
loss. 

It comes after a 
new study carried out 
by Anovum showed 
that more than 60 per 
cent of patients who 
go to their GP 
complaining that 
they cannot hear as 
well as they used to, 
are referred on for 
treatment. 

Karen Finch, man¬ 
aging director of The 
Hearing Care Centre, 
which has a practice 
in Newmarket, said 
she was delighted 
that so many people 
are getting help. 

However, she re¬ 
mains concerned 
about the 39 per cent 
of people who went 
to their family doctor 
about their hearing 
loss and then did not 
go any further to seek 
a solution to the 
problem. 

Mrs Finch said: 
“One person in seven 
suffers from hearing 
loss caused by 
advancing age or 
exposure over the 
years to excessive 
noise but many do 


nothing about it, 
choosing instead to 
suffer in silence. 

“For some years 
there has been 
anecdotal evidence 
that some GPs don’t 
understand hearing 
loss and often dis¬ 
miss patients who 
complain that they 
can’t hear properly. 

“This survey dem¬ 
onstrates that for 
whatever reason well 
over a third of people 
who seek help from 
the family prac¬ 
titioner don’t actually 
get it. 

“They are not 
being referred for 
hearing tests when 
they should be. 

“Thirty nine per 
cent is a disapp¬ 
ointing figure be¬ 
cause it means 
thousands of people 
in Suffolk alone are 
battling with iso¬ 
lation, withdrawal 
from their comm¬ 
unity, problems at 
work, depression, low 
self-esteem and a 
host of other negative 
consequences, all of 
which have been 
reported in recent 
studies of the neg¬ 
ative effects of 
hearing loss.”

Guineas scheme 
may be revived 


A MULTI-MILLION 
pound extension to a 
town shopping centre 
may be back on the 
cards, despite plans 
being thrown out 
during the height of the 
recession. 

Plans to construct a new 
two-storey store and six 
continental-style kiosks 
alongside Newmarket’s 
Guineas shopping centre 
look to be revived after a 
property developer annou¬ 
nced its interest in the £6 
million scheme. 

The retail hub’s former 
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owner, Centenary Asset 
Management, originally 
gained planning permission 
for the development of the 
market square site in 2008 
but pulled out due to fin¬ 
ancial difficulties. 

But now, Helical Bar - the 
firm which bought their 
predecessors out of admin¬ 
istration for £17.75 million in 
January - have been granted 
more time by Forest Heath 
District Council’s planning 
committee to confirm their 
precise plans and begin work 


on the site. 

Tom Anderson, Helical Bar 
management executive, said: 
“We are very pleased that the 
planning committee have 
approved an extension of the 
planning permission for the 
market square. 

“We have had discussions 
with a number of retailers 
who are interested in coming 
to Newmarket and the 
extension would be a catalyst 
for regeneration at this side 
of the town centre.” 

The new 1,486 square 
metre shop would be built 
next to the existing Marks & 
Spencer store with the six 


attached kiosks facing out 
onto a landscaped, but 
smaller, market square. 

Newmarket Town Council 
objected to the current 
plans, claiming that the 
blueprint had changed since 
the original application was 
approved. 

A small number of resi¬ 
dents raised concerns, 
including the number of 
shops already empty on the 
High Street, the loss of open 
space and access issues. 

However, the district coun¬ 
cil gave its backing to the 
project.

“Even though trolleys are 
classed as scrap metal, the sheer 
number of them that were taken 


would make the value high as the 
metal is weighed. 

“An investigation has been 
launched and we would like to 
hear from anyone with any 
information or who many have 
witnessed any suspicious activity 
or large vehicles in the area.” 

The theft happened overnight 
on Thursday, April 21, after the 
store closed at 10pm.

Protesters 
win bid to 
stop road

Residents in Dullingham 
are celebrating after pro¬ 
posals to create a new access 
road at Hope Hall Stud were 
rejected. 

The applicant, Sean Dud¬ 
ley, wanted to add an extra 
access road to the stud’s 
existing access from Brinkley 
Road by allowing vehicles in 
from Dullingham Ley. 

But residents and coun¬ 
cillors were in uproar over the 
plans. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council received 23 
letters of objections and 
Dullingham Parish Council 
was against the plans. 

The council and residents 
said the road was not wide 
enough to support extra 
traffic, the road was not in 
good enough condition and 
that during winter months 
the road was too hazardous. 

There were also fears that 
an increase in traffic along 
Dullingham Ley would have a 
“significant impact” on the 
whole village, especially the 
primary school. 

Members of the district 
council’s planning committee 
met last week to discuss the 
plans and despite planning 
officers’ recommendations to

approve them, they were 
rejected with 12 votes against 
and one abstention. 

Cllr Anthea Davidson, who 
represents Dullingham on the 
district council, said: “Dull¬ 
ingham Ley is a little lane 
with a ditch on both sides. 

“It’s already in such bad 
condition and adding more 
traffic, including heavy horse 
trailers, is going to make a 
bad situation even worse. 

“This new access is not 
needed and I would feel 
extremely sorry for residents 
if these plans were given the 
go ahead.” 

Speaking after the meeting, 
parish Cllr Keith Owen said: 
"I’m sure I speak on behalf of 
almost every resident when I 
say we are delighted with the 
committee’s decision. 

“The parish council has 
been working hard with 
residents to get the app¬ 
lication dismissed. 

“Dullingham Ley is such a 
narrow, picturesque lane and 
it would have spoiled that 
part of the village. 

“More importantly, it 
would have made it even 
more dangerous and the new 
access simply is not needed 
on the farm.”

Fraud trio starting prison sentences 


IAIL terms have been handed 
to three men who conspired 
to cheat schools, charities 
and businesses across four 
counties. 

The men were sentenced 
for their role in the Business 
Telecom Ltd affair, which 
involved the fraudulent 
selling of deals for telephone 
equipment worth £1.18 
million to customers in Suff¬ 
olk, Essex, Hertfordshire and 


Norfolk. 

Among the victims was 
West Row Community Prim¬ 
ary School, near Mildenhall. 

Christopher Boughton-Fox, 
48, who had a £600,000 salary 
as the company’s chairman 
during the three years the 
crime took place, was sent¬ 
enced to seven years in 
prison. 

fonathan Parrish, 42, sales 
manager, was handed a five- 


and-a-half-year sentence. 

Both men had denied con¬ 
spiracy to defraud. 

Salesman Neil Debenham, 
28, who had admitted the 
charge, was jailed for three 
years. 

All three have been barred 
from directing a limited 
company for seven years. 

David Wilson, prosecuting 
at Ipswich Crown Court, said 
“dishonesty was endemic” in 


the company, where staff 
were pressured to tie people 
into expensive contracts and 
customers were lied to. 

In mitigation, the court 
heard that few of the cust¬ 
omers were vulnerable. 

Boughton-Fox, of Thorpe St 
Andrew, near Norwich, has 
been declared bankrupt and 
Debenham, of East Somer- 
ton, near Great Yarmouth, has 
debts running into six figures. 



Ambulance pair 
in rally challenge 


A COUPLE driving an old 
ambulance more than 
10,000 miles across 
Europe and Asia have so 
far raised almost £1,500. 

Alice Clough, 24, and 
Tim Allanson, 25, are 
taking part in the Mongol 
Rally to raise money for a 
Mongolian children’s 
charity and Cam-Mind. 

The couple have 
chosen their own route, 
which takes them through 
18 countries, including 
Iran, Turkmenistan and 
Russia, which will take up 
to eight weeks to 
complete. 

When they arrive in 
Mongolia they will give the 
ambulance, which they 
bought from eBay, to the 
region’s emergency 
services who will 
refurbish and re¬ 
commission it. 

Alice, of Reach Road, 
Burwell, came up with the 
idea of taking part in the 
rally after she spent a 
month volunteering in a 
Mongolian orphanage in 
2004. 

She said: “It really 
opened my eyes to the 
kind of situations children 


are forced to live in. Often 
the children are not even 
orphans, but their parents 
have had to abandon 
them because they 
cannot afford to look after 
them. 

“We wanted to go in 
the ambulance so we 
could give that as well. It 
was decommissioned last 
year because it has a 
step at the back and now 
they all need to have a lift 
but it is in really good 
condition. 

“In some parts of 
Mongolia it can take two 
days to get to a hospital 
and in some villages 
there are no cars so 
having emergency 
vehicles is really 
important.” 

The couple hopes their 
fundraising efforts will 
bring their total to at least 
£ 2 , 000 .

Plea after metal 
thefts hit £500k 


RESIDENTS and busi¬ 
ness owners in the 
Newmarket area are 
being urged to stay vigi¬ 
lant against scrap metal 
and lead thieves. 

The warning from Suffolk 
police comes after the theft of 
more than £500,000 worth of 
cabling in Suffolk during the 
last 18 months - much of it 
used to support public phone 
lines. 

Pc Paul Greenwood, int¬ 
elligence development officer 
with responsibility for metal 
thefts in West Suffolk, said:

“Scrap metal is still fetching 
high prices and, along with 
lead and copper piping, we 
are seeing telephone cabling 
being stolen for its scrap 
value. 

“We work closely with 
scrap yards throughout 
Suffolk, alerting them when 
there has been a theft 
reported and letting them 
know what to look out for if 
they are offered cabling for 
sale.” 

Pc Greenwood added: 


“People living in rural areas 
can be our eyes and ears, and 
let us know if they see any¬ 
thing suspicious. 

“Farmers, gamekeepers, 
drivers and dog walkers will 
all regularly be out and about 
in the countryside - we want 
to hear from you if you spot 
an unmarked van next to an 
open manhole or an un¬ 
attended open manhole, 
someone paying particular 
attention to the side of the 
road or an unusual group of 
people and large vehicles in a 
field. 

“Not only is this type of 
crime costing a vast amount 


of money for our service 
providers with the value of 
the cables themselves and the 
cost to put the damage right, 
it is putting people’s lives at 
risk if their telephone line is 
cut off and there is an emerg¬ 
ency. 

“These offences are driven 
by greed without a thought 
for the lifeline that could be 
affected.”

Judge orders former Tesco manager to hand back cash after fraudulent overtime claims 


A SUPERMARKET manager 
who forged false overtime 
claim forms has been forced 
to repay the money he stole, 
a court heard. 

Simon Kent, who was in charge of 
Tesco in Fordham Road, New¬ 
market, will have to hand over 
£2,239 to the company, after he 
fraudulently claimed to have 
worked 120 hours on Sundays.

Ipswich Crown Court heard that 
Kent, who said he submitted the 
false details because he was in 
serious debt, had a car which he 
would sell in order to raise the 
money. 

Judge John Devaux gave the 27- 
year-old six months in which to 


hand over the money 
Kent, 27, of Marigold Drive, Red 
Lodge, had achieved fast-track 
promotion to a management post 
after working for the supermarket 
giant for nine years. 

He was responsible for entering 
payroll data at the store when, 
between April 1, 2009 and Sept¬ 
ember 24, 2009, he logged the false 
logged overtime for himself. 

After noticing irregularities in the 
system, Tesco officials began an 


investigation in the Newmarket 
store and Kent, now unemployed, 
immediately admitted what he had 
done. 

In January, when Kent appeared 
in court to be sentenced after 
admitting a charge of making false 
representation for gain, prosecutor 
Godfried Duah said that the 
amount obtained from the false 
claims for 120 hours of overtime 
was £2,239. 

The court was told that Kent had 


at the time faced mounting credit 
card debts of around £18,300 and 
because of that had decided to 
make the fraudulent claims on top 
of working as many shifts as 
possible and selling his Tesco 
shares so he could reduce his debts. 

Kent has been under a comm¬ 
unity order since the start of the 
year and must now complete 120 
hours of unpaid work and remain 
under Probation Service super¬ 
vision for nine months.

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Death brings closure 
- but threat lives on 




Joy: but not all share the elation after the death of Bin Laden. 


Osama Bin Laden’s 
death has been 
welcomed around 
the world, but will it 
make the planet 
safer? CHRIS 
HAVERGAL reports. 

THE death of Osama Bin 
Laden has brought closure 
for grieving families, 
according to the father of 
a rugby player who was 
killed in the Bali 
bombings. 

Jocelyn Waller, of Church 
Road, Toft, lost his 26-year-old 
son Ed in the 2002 blast, which 
was carried out by Islamist 
terrorists and claimed 202 lives. 

Following Bin Laden’s death 
in Pakistan in an American 
operation, Mr Waller told the 
News: “It’s like a cloud has been 
lifted. 

“There was so much evil 
perpetrated through al Qaeda so 


we are relieved this has happened 
and that the Americans didn’t 
botch it.” 

Ed Waller was a member of 
the Hong Kong rugby team 
which was at the scene of the 
atrocity and afterwards a voice 


message from Bin Laden 
claimed the attack was in direct 
retaliation for support for the 
United States’ war on terror and 
Australia’s role in conflict in East 
Timor. 

Jocelyn Waller, who works for 


a Cambridge mining company, 
said his family had tried to move 
on from the tragedy but had 
found it “very difficult” to live in 
the shadow of terrorism for so 
many years. 

Ed Waller’s mother Nilawan is 
a Thai fashion designer while his 
brother Tom is a film director. 

Jocelyn Waller said: “This 
event will be very significant and 
for all the people who I have 
been talking to it will close a 
chapter. 

“Just deserts have been done 
and now we can all move on and 
the world will be a better place.” 

However, Mr Waller said he 
could not be certain that the 
world will be a safer from 
terrorists as a result of the 
operation. 

He said: “I’m sure this is a 
body blow because Bin Laden 
was the inspiration for these 
people.” 

This hope was shared by 
Julian Huppert, Cambridge’s MP. 

He said last night: “This was 
an extremely dangerous man 
who caused an extreme amount 
of suffering across the world and 
a huge amount of insecurity. 


“I hope the world will be a 
safer place. It is, however, a 
shame that he was not brought 
before a court to face justice.” 

Another victim of the Bali 
bomb was Cambridge law 
graduate Dan Miller, who was 
killed, while his wife Polly was 
left with 43 per cent burns to her 
body. 

Cambridge commuters were 
caught up in the July 7 bombings 
in London in 2005, while two 
years later a pair of Cambridge 
doctors planned a reign of terror 
in the UK. 

Bilal Abdulla, formerly of 
Chesterton Road, drove a 
Mercedes saloon car loaded with 
gas cylinders, petrol and nails 
into central London, but the 
bombs failed to detonate, while 
Kafeel Ahmed, who had come to 
Cambridge to study a doctorate 
at Anglia Ruskin University, died 
after driving a Jeep packed with 
explosives into the terminal 
building at Glasgow airport. 

There are fears Bin Laden’s 
death could trigger reprisal 
attacks against Western civilians 
and Cllr Sheila Stuart, the 
American mayor of Cambridge, 


said she shared these fears. 

She said: “I’m a bit worried 
about what might happen in 
terms of retaliation. 

“Killing the figurehead will 
not kill the organisation and it 
will carry on in some form or 
another.” 

Cllr Stuart, who represents 
Trumpington, said she was 
uncomfortable about scenes in 
America which showed people 
celebrating Bin Laden’s death. 

She said: “I don’t feel any 
sense of elation, I just feel deeply 
sad that people I call my 
countrymen feel it’s something to 
jump up and down in the street 
about.” 

Cllr Stuart does not support 
capital punishment and 
questioned whether the doctrine 
of “an eye for an eye” 
represented justice. 

She said: “Although I didn’t 
lose anyone in 9/11 I know there 
are a lot of people who feel the 
need for closure, to put the thing 
behind them. 

“I don’t think this will provide 
that and I don’t know that 
capturing him and bringing him 
to a court would have.”

Drunk man died 
trying to cook 


A MAN died in a fire in his 
ground-floor flat after he 
tried to start cooking 
when he got back from 
the pub. 

Mark McGowan had returned 
to his home in Mill Park Gar¬ 
dens, Mildenhall, late on Friday, 
October 8 last year after an 
evening of drinking and decided 
to make a snack. 

Firefighters, who found the 
hobs and oven all on, pulled Mr 
McGowan from the burning 
building. 

Paramedics tried in vain to 
resuscitate him but he was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

An inquest into the death, 
held in Bury St Edmunds, heard

that the 34-year-old had 
returned home drunk and 
turned his cooker on before the 
fire started. 

Coroner Dr Peter Dean said 
that a post mortem examination 
had also revealed a cocktail of 
drugs in the victim’s blood, 
including cocaine. He recorded a 
verdict of accidental death. 

Emergency services were 
alerted to the blaze when Mr 
McGowan’s upstairs neighbour 
heard the smoke detectors bel¬ 
ow, which Dr Dean confirmed 
had been fully operational 
following an investigation of the 
premises after the fire. 


Fire crews from Mildenhall 
and Newmarket battled the 
blaze. 

The cause of death was said to 
be asphyxia - a shortage of 
oxygen to the body as a result of 
not being able to breathe prop¬ 
erly - and secondary smoke 
inhalation. 

No family members were 
present at the inquest. 

Mr McGowan had worked in 
the phosphate plating team for 
Marshall Vehicle Engineering in 
Mildenhall. 

Terry Holloway, group support 
executive for the Marshall 
Group, said after his death last 
year: “He was with us for three 
years. 

“He was a very skilled worker 
and was very popular.”

Four find hope 
the battlefield 


on 


As the emotive war drama comes to Cambridge this week, director 
David Grindley takes JENNIFER SHELTON on a tour of the battlefields in 
France that inspired him, and explains why humour will always win out, 
even in the toughest, bleakest situations. 


W HEN it came to 
gathering 
inspiration for his 
stage production of 
Journeys End, director 
David Grindley could think 
of no better place to get 
into the minds of his 
characters - four young 
soldiers struggling to cope 
with the turmoil of the First 
World War - than the 
battlefields of northern 
France. 

Touring the graveyards, 
memorials and trench systems, 
David discovered a landscape still 
scarred from the fighting that 
took place almost 100 years ago. 
Yet amidst the horror, he also 
uncovered a world of 
camaraderie, spirit and even 
humour, as warriors became 
friends and clung to humanity in 
a world of chaos. 

“I came here in 2003,” says 
Grindley as we emerge from the 
damp, oppressive darkness of the 
preserved tunnel system at Vimy 
Ridge and into the peaceful, 21st 
century sunshine. “I was struck 
by the close proximity that the 
men lived in. I decided to try and 
replicate that sense of 


claustrophobia as much as 
possible,” he adds. 

Despite the beauty and 
tranquillity of the Vimy Ridge 
site in 2011 - now green and 
leafy once more - underground, 
in the rough maze of 
passageways and cramped 
dugouts, it’s still 1917. The marks 
of frantic pick-axes in the clay 
walls remain, and an atmosphere 
of dull foreboding still lingers in 
the heavy air. Here, soldiers 
younger than me drew their final 
breaths, surrounded by a crush of 
strangers beneath foreign soil. 

“There’s no escaping the way 
the presence of the British and 
the Germans had completely 
distorted the landscape,” Grindley 
continues. “It’s all green fields 
and trees now, but you can still 
see the moguls, the mine craters 

“It ties into Journey s End in 
terms of Stanhope’s description 
of the environment he’s come to 
be in. When I went there for the 
first time I got a real sense of 
looking out at that distorted 
plateaux. It would have been a 


completely bleak, desolate and 
devastating landscape. And the 
senses would have to negotiate 
that. The smallest bit of beauty, 
be it birdsong, blue sky, beautiful 
sunlight through a trench door, 
strawberry jam... would 
become absolutely essential in 
order to maintain a sense of 
humanity.” 

Journey s End, by R. C. 
Sherriff - himself a veteran of 
Vimy Ridge, was first staged in 
1929 when the memory of the 
Great War was still fresh. Several 
generations later, Grindley’s West 
End adaptation of2004 touched 
the hearts of its audiences 
through its poignant exploration 
of the human heart and mind in 
the face of hopelessness and fear. 

Grindley has purposely chosen 
very young actors to play the 
parts of Stanhope and his men in 
order to bring home the fact that 
these boys, not long out of the 
schoolyard, are now responsible 
for making life or death 
decisions. 

But among the horror, there 
are also laughs. 


“So many people are surprised 
by how funny this play is,” he 
says. “But that’s how the British 
do it, they make light of things, 
they do the work, and they bond 
together to make the best of the 
situation they’re in.”

KENNETH Branagh returns to 
the director’s chair or a special 
effects-laden romp based on 
the popular Marvel Comics 
superhero. 

Thor is certainly his most 
technically demanding film to 
date but the miasma of digital 
trickery and pyrotechnics 
doesn’t appear to faze 
Branagh, who balances the 
slam bang thrills of a summer 
blockbuster with tender 
romance and broad comedy. 
Chris Hemsworth 
unquestionably possesses the 
imposing physical presence of 
the titular hammer-wielding 
god of thunder, who is brought 
down to Earth - literally - to 
learn about humility. 

He sensibly leaves the 
emotion to Oscar winners 
Natalie Portman and Anthony 
Hopkins, who inject passion 
and fury into a predictable 
narrative from AD 765 to the 
present day, incorporating 
Norse mythology into a story 
of sibling rivalry. 

In the fantastic realm of 
Asgard, ruled by Odin 
(Hopkins) and his wife Frigga 
(Rene Russo), Thor 
(Hemsworth) is an arrogant 
heir to the throne. 

He acts first and thinks later, 
endangering the lives of his 
trusty companions Volstagg 



(Ray Stevenson), Sif (Jaimie 
Alexander), Hogun (Tadanobu 
Asano) and Fandral (Joshua 
Dallas) by launching a suicidal 
attack on the Frost Giants led 
by the menacing Laufey (Colm 
Feore). 

The fallen god materialises in 
the desert in New Mexico, 
where he befriends scientist 
Erik Selvig (Stellan 
Skarsgard), protegee Jane 
Foster (Portman) and intern 
Darcy (Kat Dennings). 

The spark of attraction 
between Thor and Jane is 
palpable but without his 
powers, the fallen god must 
face the same trials and 
tribulations as any other 
mortal. 

Meanwhile, back in Asgard, 
Thor’s brother Loki (Tom 
Hiddleston) seizes an 
opportunity to ascend the

throne. 

Action set pieces are 
orchestrated at breakneck 
pace and the digital effects are 
polished, including a terrific 
skirmish between Thor, the 
Frost Giants and a monstrous 
guardian of the frozen realm. 
The 3D format is largely 
redundant. Most of the action 
is close combat and flight 
sequences are too brief to 
warrant the increased price for 
the plastic spectacles. 

Ardent fans of the comics 
should wait until the end of the 
credits for an additional scene 
involving SHIELD agent Nick 
Fury (Samuel L Jackson) and 
an artefact from the film 
Captain America: The First 
Avenger, which opens on July 
29. The cross-pollination of the 
Marvel Comics universe 
continues apace.

It's time to 


I ’VE jet-washed my patio 
and spruced up my 
garden furniture - now, 
the only thing left are my 
patio pots, which is where 
the fun begins. 

If you’re buying new pots, 
choose the same types - a row of 
three or four large containers 
looks much better than an 
assorted mix of pots you might 
have accumulated over the years. 

Historically, annual bedding 
plants have been used to brighten 
the scene, offering a wealth of 
colour, but in recent years 
gardeners with little time and less 
money have recognised the merit 
of permanent plantings, where 
only the surface of the soil needs 
to be scraped off and replaced by 
new compost every year, rather 
than the whole planting scheme. 

More gardeners are also seeing 
the merits of evergreens, which 
add structure and form to the 
patio all year round. 

Summer-flowering bulbs such 
as agapanthus, or African lily, 
look fantastic in pots, providing a 
striking display of ball-shaped 
flower clusters in blues or whites, 
late in the summer. Use a large 
deep pot to accommodate the 
roots and grow these sunlovers by 
themselves in containers, 
preferably somewhere sheltered. 

Plant the bulbs now and you 
will have to be patient. It may

take a couple of years for the 
flowers to appear, but if you keep 
them somewhere sheltered near 
the house or under a porch during 
the winter, they should come 
back year after year. 

You may have the popular 
Verbena bonariensis in your 
perennial border, but now you 
can buy a smaller version, V 
bonariensis to enjoy the same 
clusters of lavender flowers on 
low-growing, mound-like plants. 
It’s ideal for pots, being low- 
maintenance, drought tolerant 
and good for cutting and is 
available from www.suttons.co.uk 

Ornamental grasses can also 
add movement and colour to the 
patio scene. Fountain grass, 
Pennesetum setaceum is a natural 
for containers, filling the pot with 
its arching habit and rich 
burgundy colour. 

An alternative is Imperata 
cylindrica, a slow-spreading type 
with clumps of bright green 
leaves, whose tips turn blood-red, 
followed by the rest of the leaves. 


perk up your pots 

Silvery white flowers appear late 
in summer to keep the pot ablaze. 

It likes moist, rich soil in full sun 
or part shade and will need 
mulching in winter for 
protection. 

To add structure to any 
summer pot display, add a 
tropical-looking canna or go for 
the sword-like leaved phormium 
or cordyline, although these will 
need protection in the winter. 

However, there is still a place 
for annuals, particularly for those 
who have the time to give the 
tender loving care these colourful 
summer sizzlers will need. If you 
want a blaze of colour, have your 
fill of fuchsias, geraniums, 
osteospermums and climbing 
sweet peas, but try a few new 
varieties too. 

Petunia ‘Black Velvet’, the 
world’s first black petunia, 
developed by flower breeding 
company Ball Colegrave, is 
worth a try. I started my plug 
plants off on a windowsill and 
they are already flowering. Put 
some of those in with a dainty 
white bacopa, which will trail 
over the container, and you will 
have a rather sophisticated plant 
combination which is much more 
original than the myriad garish 
colours of petunias you find in so 
many retail outlets. The new 
black petunias are available from 
good garden centres and online 
retailers.

Frank-ly, it’s magnificent 


Royal date for Frankel after 
devastating Guineas run 


ROYAL Ascot is the next port of 
call for Frankel following his 
incredible display in Saturday’s 
QIPCO 2000 Guineas at 
Newmarket. 

Henry Cecil’s colt 
maintained his unbeaten 
record in a fashion that had 
onlookers rubbing their eyes 
in disbelief, making every yard 
of the running on the Rowley 
Mile with a scintillating display 
of raw power. 

The Warren Place handler 
said: “I think the Derby would 
not be doing the right thing. 

“I’d want to give him a race 
before Epsom over a bit 
further but I can’t do that. 

“Frankel is very well, but we 
will take it step by step. 

“You have to think of the 
horse and we don’t want to be 
experimenting with him. 

“At the moment, he is 
telling me not to go a mile 
and a half and the Prince 
(Khalid Abdullah, owner) 
agrees. 

“All being well, we’ll go to 
Ascot and then go from there. 

“I think eventually, when he 
gets a bit stronger, there’s every 
chance he’ll get a mile and a 
quarter. Whether he’ll get 
further than that, time will 
tell. 

“We’re going to put him in 
mile-and-a-quarter races later 
on, races like the Juddmonte 
(International). 

“The Derby isn’t the right 


race for him. You’re going into 
completely unknown territory 
and with the speed he’s got, 
he’d have to be an 
extraordinary horse. 

“I think it would be much 
better to feel our way with him 
and not confuse him.” 

That leaves the way clear for 
World Domination to 
represent Cecil at Epsom, and 
the colt puts his credentials on 
the line in the Dante at York a 
week today. 

Cecil said: “Hopefully, all 
going well, he’ll run at York, 
but it’s only the second race of 
his life and it’s asking a lot. 
Whatever he does at York, he’s 
going to improve from it. 

“If he ran respectably, it 
could still put him in the 
Derby picture, or if I don’t 
think he’s up to it, he could go 
to Royal Ascot for the King 
Edward VII Stakes.” 

If he does go to Epsom, he 
could run up against Ed 
Dunlop’s Native Khan, who 
was third to Frankel in the 
Guineas. 

After paying tribute to the 
winner, Dunlop said: “We were 
very happy to be part of it. Our 
horse was obviously not in that 
same division, but we 
adamantly feel our horse 
wants further than a mile. 

“Hopefully we can run in the 
English Derby, although I 
couldn’t rule out the French 
Derby.”

BLUE Bunting was meant to be 
an investee Oaks filly but she 
already has a Classic under 
her belt after swooping late in 
the QIPC01000 Guineas at 
Newmarket. 

Godolphin were really hoping 
to land the race with White 
Moonstone until her 
withdrawal and Blue Bunting is 
essentially regarded as a 
middle-distance type, having 
rounded off her two-year-old 
career with a victory over the 
course and distance last 
October. 

Stamina is clearly her forte as 
she motored through a fierce 
Rowley Mile headwind in the 
final furlong to pick off 
Together and Maqaasid, who 
had been locked in battle for 
some time. 

It was the first British Classic 
for Mahmood Al Zarooni, who 
has only been a trainer in his 
own right for a year, but was 
No 14 for Frankie Dettori. 
Godolphin’s racing manager 
Simon Crisford said: “We have 
been in two minds whether to 
run in an Oaks trial but we 
decided to come here. 

“We did it with Moonshell who 
came third and went on to win 
the Oaks (in 1995) and that’s 
the plan with this one. 

“She’s a highly progressive 
filly and certainly a step up in 
trip and a bit of cut in the 
ground wouldn’t hurt her.” 
Dettori said: “I had never 
ridden the filly. The boss said 
‘she’s a staying type, the mile 
is short, take her round well’. 

“I said to him ‘it’s a 
tremendous headwind, I don’t 
want to make the running for 
others. I’ll sit mid-division, let

her run home and try to get a 
place’. I thought I gained third 
coming into The Dip, but the 
first two were on their hands 
and knees and getting very 
tired, the stamina kicked in and 
I got there in the end.” 

I’m A Dreamer (10-1) booked 
her ticket to Royal Ascot by 
winning the Qatar Bloodstock 
Dahlia Stakes in the style of a 
seriously progressive filly. 

“She was trained (last year) 
with her four-year-old career in 
mind as she has a big frame to 
fill,” said trainer David 
Simcock. 

“The Windsor Forest will be 
next and then we’ll look to 
stepping up to 10 furlongs.” 
Dorcas Lane (9-2) has been 
something of a happy accident 
for trainer Lucy Wadham as 
she led home a strung-out field 
for the Listed Tweenhills Pretty 
Polly Stakes. 

“She was originally meant to 
run in a three-year-old hurdle 
at Auteuil,” said Wadham. “I 
wouldn’t supplement her for 
the Oaks and I don’t know what 
we’ll do now. She’s in the 
Ribblesdale.” 

■ Godolphin’s day was 
soured by the news that 
Saamidd had been sidelined 
after finishing lame in the 2000 
Guineas. He finished 12 of the 
13 runners - stablemate 
Casamento was 10th - but will 
not be back in action “for the 
forseeable future,” said 
Crisford.

PAT McAleese admitted feeling 
below-par as he survived a late 
knockdown to beat AA Lowe in front of 
a home crowd in Newmarket. 
McAleese came through 58-56 on 
points against his Newark opponent in 
their bill-topping clash at Tattersalls. 
But he was given a count late in the 
final round after being floored by a 
stiff right from the dangerous Lowe 
before the bell came to signal the end 
of the contest. 

McAleese claimed the effects of a 
dose of sleeping tablets as well as a 
lack of sparring because of a 
problematic cut between his top lip 
and nose, had hindered his 
performance. 


“I didn’t feel sharp from the off. I 
normally find it hard to sleep before a 
fight, but I’d not used these tablets 
before and they almost made me too 
relaxed,” he said. 

“I usually get nervous, but I didn’t feel 
anything. Even when I was warming 
up, I couldn’t get psyched up. 
Normally, I’m one of the fittest boys in 
the gym, but I just felt lackadaisical. I 
hadn’t sparred for this fight because 
of the nick, so that was probably 
another factor." 

Weighing in three pounds lighter than 
Lowe at 10st 131b, McAleese eased 
his way into his first hometown bout 
for more than a year with a 
comfortable opening round, despite 


being caught by a couple of decent 
counter-punches. From there it looked 
as if it was going to be a procession 
as McAleese upped his work rate. 

But Lowe gained a second wind 
midway through the fifth and began 
slipping through testing jabs. And as 
the Newark fighter went for the 
stoppage to overturn the points 
deficit, McAleese - more than willing 
to go toe-to-toe - left himself open to 
big shots. 

The Newmarket fighter, who will be 
back in action at London’s York Hall 
on June 4, said: “It’s not a 
performance I particularly want to 
remember, but I can take positives 
from it.”
